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Model Scheme for Combination of Authorities. 



WHEREAS the Councils of 

(hereinafter referred to as “ the constituent author- 
ities ”) have respectively resolved to enter into com- 
bination for the purposes of the Local Government 
and other Officers’ Superannuation Act, 1922 (herein- 
after called “ the Act ”) and to adopt the Act as 
from the day of 193 

(hereinafter called “ the appointed day ”), subject to 
the modifications hereinafter appearing, and such 
resolutions have been duly confirmed : 

AND WHEREAS for the purpose of carrying into 
effect such combination as aforesaid the constituent 
authorities have agreed to make the following com- 
bination scheme : 

NOW THEREFORE the constituent authorities in 
exercise of the powers conferred on them by sub- 
sections (1) and (2) of Section 5 of the Act hereby 
make the following scheme : 

1. For the purposes of the said combination there Constitu-

2. The Joint Committee shall consist of Member- 

persons of whom shall be appointed by ship-

3. — (1) The first election of members of the Joint Election 

Committee shall take place at a meeting of each con- and term 
stituent authority to be held within weeks o£ ofBce - 

from the date of the approval of this scheme by the 
Minister of Health and days’ previous notice 

in writing of the meeting shall be given or sent to 
each member of the constituent authority by the Clerk 
to that authority. 

(2) A member of the Joint Committee shall continue 
in office until the expiration of the period for which 
he was elected or until he dies or resigns or ceases to 
be a member of the authority by whom he was 
appointed but shall be eligible for re-appointment. 

(3) Any vacancy occurring among the members of 
the Joint Committee shall be filled up by the con- 
stituent authority in whose representation the vacancy 
happens at a meeting to be held within 

weeks of the occurrence of the vacancy and 
days’ previous notice in writing of the said meeting 
shall be given or sent to each member of the constituent 
authority by the Clerk to that authority and the Clerk 
shall forthwith notify in writing to the Clerk to the 
Joint Committee the name and address of the person 
elected to fill the vacancy. 
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(4) A constituent authority may declare vacant the 

office of any of its representatives on the Joint Com- 
mittee who fails to attend any successive 

meetings of the Joint Committee. 

(5) Where a member of the Joint Committee has 
notified the constituent authority whom he represents 
that he will be unable to attend the next meeting of 
the Joint Committee, and the constituent authority 
before such meeting appoint another of their Members 
to act as his deputy and notify the Joint Committee 
of such appointment, the deputy shall, for the purpose 
that meeting, be a Member of the Joint Committee. 

Meetings. 4. — (1) The ordinary meetings of the Joint Com- 

mittee shall be held at such times and places as the 
Joint Committee may appoint and at all meetings 
members shall constitute a quorum : Provided that the 
first meeting of the Joint Committee shall take place 
at the offices of the Council and shall be 

su mm oned by the Clerk to that Council. 

(2) An extraordinary meeting shall be summoned by 

the Clerk to the Joint Committee when a requisition 
for that purpose is addressed to him by the Chairman 
or any members of the Joint Committee. 

(3) The requisition shall be in writing and no 
business other than that specified in the requisition 
shall be transacted at the extraordinary meeting. 

(4) Notices of all meetings of the Joint Committee 
shall be delivered or sent by post so as to reach the 
last-known place of abode or business in England or 
Wales of each member of the Joint Committee three 
clear days before the date of meeting or at such earlier 
time as the Joint Committee may direct. 

(5) Any act of the Joint Committee may be signified 
by an instrument executed at a meeting of the Joint 
Committee under the hands or, if an instrument 
under seal is required, under the hands and seals of 
the Chairman presiding at the meeting and two other 
Members of the Joint Committee. 

Officers. 5 . — (l) The Joint Committee shall at their first 

meeting or at an adjournment thereof and thereafter 
as occasion requires appoint one of the members of 
the Committee to be Chairman for such period not 
exceeding year[s] as may be determined by 

the Joint Committee at the time of his appointment 
and shall also appoint a Clerk and such other officers 
or servants as they may think requisite. 

(2) . The Joint Committee may pay to their Clerk 
and other officers and servants as part of the adminis- 
trative expenses of the Joint Committee such reason- 
able remuneration as they deem expedient and every 
such Clerk and every such officer or servant shall be 
removable by the Joint Committee at their pleasure. 

Designated 6. The posts specified in the Schedule to this scheme 

posts. are hereby designated as established posts for the 
purposes of this scheme and subject to and in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Section 4 of the Act any of 
the constituent authorities may with the consent of the 
Joint Committee designate further posts in their 
service as established posts for the purposes aforesaid. 
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7. — (1) Each constituent authority shall pay to the 

Joint Committee annually for such period as shall be 
specified by the Actuary the amount of the equal 
annual charge certified by him to be payable by that 
authority for the purposes of Section 18 (1) (<?) of the 
Act and such annual charge and any further annual 
charge payable by any constituent authority in respect 
of further posts designated as established posts for the 
purposes of this scheme in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the preceding clause shall be paid by four 
equal instalments, payable [on* the day

(2) Not later than [thef day of ,

in each year, each constituent authority shall pay to 
the Joint Committee : — 

(a) All amounts deducted since the date of the 
last payment, if any, from the salaries and wages 
of the officers and servants of the authority con- 
tributing to the Joint Superannuation Fund; 

(5) The equivalent contribution of the 
authority ; 

(c) The amount of any transfer values or pay- 
ments in lieu of transfer values received by the 
authority since the date of the last payment, if 
any; 

(d) One [fourth] part of the sum payable by 
the authority under the next succeeding Clause in 
respect of the administration expenses of the 
Joint Committee; and 

(e) Such further sums, if any, as the authority 
would be liable to carry and contribute to its 
superannuation fund if it was entitled to adopt 
and had adopted the Act without entering into 
combination with other authorities. 

(3) If any sums payable by any constituent author- 
ity under either of the two preceding paragraphs 
remain unpaid beyond a period of seven days from the 
date on which they become due, the authority shall as 
from the end of that period pay to the Joint Committee 
interest thereon at the rate of [£51 per cent, per 
annum. 

(4) Each constituent authority shall from time to 
time give to the Joint Committee all such information 
as the Joint Committee may reasonably require with 
regard to any matter relating to the officers and 
servants of the constituent authority who occupy or 
have occupied posts designated as established posts 
and affecting the Joint Superannuation Fund. 

8. At the beginning of each year the Joint Com- 
mittee shall apportion amongst the constituent author- 
ities by reference to the estimated amount of the 
equivalent contribution of each authority in respect of

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that year the estimated administrative expenses of the 
Joint Committee for the year and the amounts so 
apportioned shall be the sums payable by the several 
authorities in respect of the administrative expenses 
of the Joint Committee : 

Provided that as soon as the administrative expenses 
of the Joint Committee and the equivalent contribu- 
tions of the several authorities for the year have been 
ascertained, any necessary adjustment in account shall 
be made between the Joint Committee and each 
authority. 

9. — {1) The Council shall act as 

Trustees of the Joint Superannuation Fund. 

(2) Any money forming part of the superannuation 
fund which is not for the time being required for 
payments under this scheme, shall, from time to time, 
be invested by the Joint Committee in the name or 
under the control of the said Trustees in any invest- 
ments in which Trustees are for the time being author- 
ised to invest or by way of loan to any constituent 
authority for the purpose of the exercise by such 
constituent authority of any statutory borrowing 
power in accordance with and subject to the terms of 
Section 20 of the Act. 

(3) The said Council shall hold any investments pur- 
chased in their name or placed under their control 
(including any money used by them for the purpose of 
any statutory borrowing power in accordance with the 
foregoing provisions) upon trust to sell, call in, or 
convert into money all or any of such investments as 
and when directed by the Joint Committee so to do and 
at the direction of the Joint Committee either to pay 
the proceeds thereof to the Joint Committee or to re- 
invest the same in such other authorised investment 
(including a borrowing by the said Council) as the 
Joint Committee may select, and in the meantime to 
pay to the Joint Committee all interest, dividends or 
other income accruing from such investments. 

Scheme 10. — (1) Subject as provided in this Clause the 

for dealing Joint Committee shall exercise and perform in regard 
deficiency to ^ le J 0 ^ Superannuation Fund the powers and 
or surplus, duties of a local authority under Section 19 of the Act 
and shall as soon as may be send to each constituent 
authority copies of all valuations and reports which 
may from time to time be made to them by an actuary 
in respect of the Joint Superannuation Fund and shall 
not less than days before submitting any 

scheme to the Minister under Section 19 aforesaid 
send to each constituent authority a copy of the 
Scheme. 

(2) Any scheme made by the Joint Committee under 
the said section shall be so framed as to secure that 
the burden of any deficiency or the benefit of any dis- 
posable surplus shall be apportioned among the con- 
stituent authorities and any local authorities and 
undertakers, any of whose officers and servants have 
been admitted to participate in the benefits prescribed 
by the Act by an agreement made under sub-section (3) 
of Section 5 of the Act according to the liability of the 
fund in respect of the officers and servants of each 
authority and undertakers as at the date of the valua- 
tion as certified by the Actuary : 
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Provided that if any constituent authority or any 
local authority or undertakers any of whose officers or 
servants have been admitted to participate in the 
benefits prescribed by the Act, represents to the 
Minister that it would not in the circumstances of 
the case be equitable that the deficiency should be 
apportioned in the manner aforesaid, the Minister 
may, after considering the representations, if any, 
made by the other authorities and undertakers, and 
such information, whether actuarial or other, as he 
may require to be produced, make a re-apportionment 
of the deficiency and the scheme shall have effect 
accordingly. 

(3) A scheme made by the Joint Committee under 
this Clause and approved by the Minister shall be 
binding on the constituent authorities and on the local 
authorities and undertakers any of whose officers and 
servants have been admitted to participate in the 
benefits prescribed by the Act. 

11. — (1) Subject as provided in Clause 12 hereof all 
superannuation allowances and other sums which 
would be payable out of the superannuation fund of a 
local authority, if such authority had been entitled to 
adopt and had adopted the Act without entering into 
combination, shall be payable out of the Joint Super- 
annuation Fund and not otherwise. 

(2) Subject as aforesaid all sums payable to officers 
and servants of a constituent authority which, under 
the proviso to sub-section (1) of Section 16 and under 
sub-section (3) of Section 23 of the Act, are not charge- 
able to the Superannuation Fund, shall be payable by 
the authority in the same manner as if the authority 
had been entitled to adopt and had adopted the Act 
without entering into combination and not otherwise. 

(3) Nothing herein contained shall prevent the Joint 
Committee and any of the constituent authorities 
making arrangements for the payment by the authority 
of any allowances or sums payable out of the Joint 
Superannuation Fund and for the reimbursement of 
the authority by the Joint Committee, or for the pay- 
ment by the Joint Committee of any allowances or 
sums payable by the constituent authority and for the 
reimbursement of the Joint Committee by the 
authority, 

12. — (1) No payment shall be made out of the Joint 
Superannuation Fund to an officer or servant of a con- 
stituent authority or to his wife or family under the 
proviso to Section 9 of the Act except by agreement 
between the Joint Committee and the constituent 
authority. 

(2) No increase in the salary or wages of any officer 
or servant after he has attained the age of 50 years 
[not being an increase provided for in the appropriate 
scale of salaries set forth in the Schedule hereto, or due 
to the promotion of the officer or servant to a vacant 
designated post of a different grade at a salary set 
forth in that schedule as the commencing salary for 
that grade] shall be taken into account for the purpose 
of this scheme unless such increase has been approved 
by the Joint Committee. 
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(3) A constituent authority shall not without the 
previous consent of the Joint Committee terminate the 
employment of an officer or servant who has attained 
the age of 60 years and completed 40 years’ service but 
has not attained the age of 65 years, but such consent 
shall not be unreasonably withheld. 

(4) Subject as aforesaid and to the right of the 
officer or servant concerned to refer a question to arbi- 
tration under Clause 15 of this Scheme, the right to 
require evidence of service or of ill-health or infirmity 
or of any other qualification for receiving payment out 
of the Joint Superannuation Fund and the exercise of 
all other discretionary powers affecting claims against 
that Fund shall be vested solely in the Joint 
Committee. 

13. The Joint Committee shall have power to admit 
under Section 5 (3) of the Act officers and servants of 
local authorities, other than the constituent author- 
ities, [and of undertakers] in the same manner and 
subject to the same conditions as if the Joint Com- 
mittee were a local authority having an area consisting 
of the areas of the several constituent authorities. 

14. — (1) The accounts of the Joint Committee shall 
be made up yearly to the 31st day of March and shall be 
audited yearly by a District Auditor in like manner as 
the accounts of an Urban District Council, and for 
this purpose the enactments relating to the audit by 
District Auditors of the last-named accounts and to 
all matters incidental thereto and consequential there- 
on shall apply to the accounts of the Joint Committee. 

(2) The Joint Committee shall, as soon as may be 
after each annual audit, furnish to each constituent 
authority copies of their revenue account and balance 
sheet and of the report of the District Auditor on his 
audit of the accounts. 

15. — (1) The provisions of Section 22 of the Act 
(which relates to arbitration) shall apply to any ques- 
tion arising between the Joint Committee and any 
officer or servant of a constituent authority as they 
apply to questions arising between a local authority 
and any officer or servant. 

(2) Any question which may arise between the Joint 
Committee and a constituent authority relating to the 
construction of this Scheme or to the rights and obliga- 
tions of either body thereunder shall be determined in 
the manner provided in Section 22 of the Act. 

16. — (1) Subject to the approval of the Minister the 
Joint Committee may from time to time vary any of 
the provisions of this Scheme : Provided that no varia- 
tion permitting other local authorities or combinations 
of local authorities to participate in the combination 
effected by this Scheme shall be made except with the 
consent of the constituent authorities. 

(2) The Joint Committee may with the consent of 
the constituent authorities and with the approval of 
the Minister transfer the engagements of the Joint 
Superannuation Fund to another combination of local 
authorities wholly or partly in the same county in 
accordance with arrangements approved by the Min- 
ister for that purpose, and any such arrangements 
shall provide for (among other things) the application,

transfer, or disposal of any then existing funds, or 
securities, or the proceeds thereof belonging to or held 
in trust for the Joint Committee, and for adequately 
protecting the rights and interests of all persons inter- 
ested in the Joint Superannuation Fund. 

17. The Act shall apply to the constituent author- 
ities and their officers and servants subject to such 
modifications as are necessary for giving effect to this 
Scheme and subject as aforesaid the powers, duties 
and liabilities under the Act of each constituent 
authority in respect of its officers and servants shall be 
the same as if the authority had been entitled to adopt 
and had adopted the Act without entering into com- 
bination with other authorities. 

18. — (1) This Scheme may be cited as the 
Joint Superannuation Scheme. 

(2) The Interpretation Act, 1889, applies to the 
interpretation of this Scheme as it applies to the inter- 
pretation of an Act of Parliament. 
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
